city martols continue very light, and 
prices iciaain materially unchanged. A 
brisk spring tiado is expected to open up 
;<oon, when values may bo changed iomc- 
what na account of a better demand. 
' — In carinft for the cows during tho 
tally spring months avoid letting Uiom 
ont on the pasture llelds ; for as soon as 
they can get a tnsteof grass they will not 
eat their other feed with a relish and, 
perhaps, not at all. 


—In tho selection of breeding stock 


and in breeding, if yon saunot hnvo thor- 
oughbreds, tit least keep their symmetry 
and goodly proportions constantly in 
mind, and breed so as to attain to these 
higher types of animals as nearly ns pos- 
sible. 


— If yon wisli your early-sot eggs to 


hatch well, do not put too many under 
each hen. A good-sized hen may keep 
thirteen or fifteen eggs warm, later in 
the season •, but wo prefer nine to a lion, 
rather than fifteen. 


— A kicking cow is never cured by 


harsh treatment. Kindness will goner 
ally subdue heifers and yonng cows, but 
after the habit once becomes flxod by 
several years of practice the only remedy 
is to turn the cow out with her calf, or 
to fatten and sell her to tho butcher. 


— Spring pigs, no doubt, are the most 


profitable, as they can bo kept growing 
more easily and at less expense In tho 
summer than in tho winter time. It 
should be remembered, though, Unit tho 
pig is only a mill for turning grain into 
meat instead of into flour, and tho mill 
must be kept grinding steadily to yield 
the greatest profit. 


— Jn cleaning up the llclda intended 


for corn, the fencn rows nml the por- 
tions which are not tillable should be 
just as carefully cleaned up as the centre 
of the field. Nothing looks so badly on 
u farm as neglected fence rows and brier 
patches in the Held, especially If it is a 
coin Held, and soinu eflort should be 
made towauls the eradication of these 
unseemly places. 


— An exchange very aptly states that 


no man ever succeeded in feeding stock 
that did not like the class of animals he. 
had tho care of. No man over takes as 
much interest in another's things as his 
own. The first element of success Is a 
love for tho the animal. One man suc- 
teeds with pigs and -falls with sheep; 
. nothcr succeeds with cattle, but never 
1 ,'.s any luck with hogs, simply uouuusu 
1 odid not like a hog. 


— Tho hot-bid piano should bo cure- 


l.illj watched, and it they begin lo run 
up long and slender, you may know that 
they are cither too warm or are too much 
nowdedin the bed; or it may bo th.it 
l jih these conditions lend to make Ihom 
assume tliis very undesirable form. The 
I'l-st remedy is to transplant them Into 
new beds, where they will not be crowd- 
i 1, and this will generally obviate the 
other difficulty also. 


— No farmer should be caught at eoni 


planting time with a part of his corn 
ground yet unplowed. This is the very 
woist kind of poor management, yet ev. 
try year farmers' may bo scuu straining 
and abusing their teams plowing still 
hard May sod. It is much bettor to 
woik a littlo longer and harder hi March 
and April, and have tho plowing all done 
before tho ground becomes hard and the 
weather warm. 


— W rites a central Pennsylvania sub- 


scriber: ''The agricultural column of 
the COMPILER is tho best I see.

GRAIN AND STOCIC. 


Iii an elaborate investigation of tho 


volume of the wheat reserves In this 
country, outside of the ''visible supply," 
the Cincinnati Price Current discovers 
tl-at there are now on hand about 10;!,- 
000,000 bushels. Estimating the use of 
tbis grain in various ways In the time in- 
tervening before August 1, 1S83, when 
the now crop will appear, the same 
authority calculates lliat a reserve will 
then bo found of 00,000,000 bushels 
jgainst'10,000,000August 1, 1SSI. This 
would make an apparent increase of a,- 


< 00,000 bushels; but as the new crop Is 
likely lo fall £10,000,000 to 75,000,000 
bushels short oC the last one, this would 
leave but little over 500,000,000 bushels 
for the ensuing year, against iV>3,00(i,000 
bushels on hand August I, 1SSI. Fol- 
low ing its figures our contemporary says: 
'•Wo submit no argument as to probable 
tendency of values, for speculation and 
manipulation aie Mich factors as to read- 
ily sot a"i(le uny calculations based upon 
seemingly legitimate giounds." In tho 
face of. this very prudent expression, 
however, stands tho fact that the proba- 
bilities favor nn advance, and that noth- 
ing bul "speculation and manipulation" 
can prevent it. 


— A comparison of prices now ruling 


lor the different kinds of fat stock with 
those of a year ago shows an average de- 
cline all around of which even stockmen 
are hardly aware. Indeed, it Is only by 
placing quotations side by side that tho 
difference is brought out so strikingly as 
lo give nu adequate idea of the change 
which has taken place. The impression 
obtains that in the general shrinkage of 
values live stock has sulteied less lhan 
any oilier farm producls, but investiga- 
tion of this kind shows an average reduc- 
tion in Ibis almost as great as in cereals 
and oilier farm crops. Beginning wllh 
cattle, we find a less reduction than in 
any other stock, good cattle having de- 
clined 20@2oc. tier cwt, Ihelowor grades 
<JO(Vf75c. and stockers 40(«!CiOc. In sheep 
u greater shrinkages shown, amounting 
to as much as $l.GO@i}l,7Ji per cwt. 
But tho great decline has been in hogs, 
which have fallen oft $2.2fi@$3.<iO from 
the llgures of, the corresponding time in 
1834. Tho immediate cause ot the reduc- 
tion in cattle has boon the greatly In- 
creased feading^n the Ohio valley states, 
foreshadowed in ao'me degree by tho un- 
usual demand for stockers In the past 
two or three years.
